: It is stressed by the reeve that the Initiative for 
thr project did not come from the Oak Bay council 
baft from the Re cr ea ti on Commission of Oak Bay, an 
oigaitatation which haa the welfare of tie younger 
d turns at heart. 

On the other hand, the scope and rite of the 
project has been selected by the Oak Bay council as 
one that la suitable for Oak Bay but in a fence-sitting 
act the council has not asked the ratepayers to 
adbept M, but rather to vote as they please without 
council 

It ms ms unfortunate that on a matter of such 
financial I m por ta nce to the community, no stronger 
leadmhlp to the voters could be given from those 
who In the and would be impooaible not only for the 
capital expenditure but aieo the day-to-day operating 
of the centre. 

The council hopes that the centre would pay Its 
way, but there is, of courw, no guarantee possible to 
that effort. 

Many ratepayers, it would appear from letters to 
the proa, ere not happy that as much as 340&000 of 
the total expenditure should be on acquisition of land. 
This Is particularly worrying whan it means that 30 
ratepayers are to be ousted from their homae to make 
way for the centra. These people have e very logical 
objection, sc Osk Bey already has other vacant land 
—the Firemen's Park, for Instance—which might be 
acceptable. 

There is added doubt in the ratepayers’ mind aa 
to whether such an els borate centra k really required. 
On these grounds there may be tome who will not 
vote tor the plea even If they approve of parts of It, 
or who would have been happy to accept a more 
modest version. 

Finally there It the question of paying the bill. 
The council has estimated that the coat on a $15,000 
home will be about $17 a year in added taxation. 
For large numbers of Oak Bay homes the cost will be 
a great deal higher. As last year the municipality 
faced ■ rata hike of over (our mills, and since the 
reeve has promised another rise Is in store this year, 
the ratepayers may think twice about supporting 
the recreation scheme. 

This may be the attitude of the many Oak Bay 
ratepayers who exist on fixed incomes and to whom 
there h a limit to the amount of inflationary pressure 
they can withstand. 

It would seem that the council in putting up a 
project of this magnitude and coat without recom¬ 
mending its acceptance Is in effect creating more 
ratepayer opposition than would have been the case 
if it had firmly advocated ■ less costly venture, which 
might have been adequate to serve the needs of the 
district's youth.

Schweitzer Legend Dented

The legend surrounding the great Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer has hewn struck a furious blow 

In a book published In London. Verdict on Schweitzer, 
a Fleet Street Journalist, Gerald McKuighl, presents a 
detailed and highly critical analysis of his life and his 
50 years' work In the Jungles of Africa. 

McKnigbt to the first to aet down publicly, and In 
fuU. the misgivings alien felt, bn a milder form, by 
aiany of thorn who have visited the grand old man 
in his famous hoopiul at Lam barer* in the Gabon 
Republic. 

The book win probably come as a shock to those 
who have always regarded Schweitzer as a byword for 
saintliness, courage and selfless dedication 

■a a a 

It makes highly damaging chargee against every 
aspect of Schweitzer’* life and work — his personal 
relations, his religion. his sense of in baton. Ms politic*, 
his attitude to Africans and the way he runs his hospital 

Uke other* wha have base to Lambareaw, MdCnigM 
finds the hospital primitive, and notaa Schweitzer's failure 
to Improve It or uae modern methods of medicine. 

Again Ilka others before him. he notes Schweitzer‘a 
paternalistic approach to Africans as s childlike and 
inferior race. Ha analyzes at great length the mysterious 
fascination that Lanibarene baa always held for women 
in inarch of self-aacrifice. 

"Face to face " he says. "Schweitzer emerges as ait 
autocratic political persuader, rather than a humble 
doctor." 

In the woida of the blurb. "Schweitzer the man 
emerge* as a benign dictator over a flock of admirers 
whose praise has created a false picture of him." 

* * * 

McKnigbt. aged 44. a former assistant editor of the 
Sunday Dispatch, told me that he had long distrusted 
the 'chorus of self-appointed angeb" who propagatad 
the Schweitzer legend, and wanted to see for himself. 

So he went to Lambarene. interviewed Schweitzer 
- but spent only four day's there. Most of his research 
is based on talks with people who know Schweitzer, 
admirer* and critic*. 

McKnight is not the Brat In the field. A French 
wrl'er, Jane Rouch. wrote in 1382 in the pro-African 
weekly Jeune Afrique. that Schweitzer's hospital had been 
left behind by Gabon's surge of modernization. 

The most favorably Inclined of Dr. Schweitzer's visi¬ 
ter*,” *ha said, "admit that h* hospital i* tha moat 
backward In the world." 

Many Liberals in particular dislike Schweitzer for 
hie approach lo Africans.

Mrs. Clara Urquhart. one of Dr. S ch we i tzer's ctonest 
associates at Lambarene over a period of IS years, 
comments: "McKnlght's book Is in bad faith. He deliber¬ 
ately distorted Information given to him. - And it b a 
misnomer to call Lambarene a hospital —It to much 
more a haven with medical facibtlas." 

Asked why ao many women, many Of them rich, 
had gone to work at Lambarene over the years. Mrs. 
Urquhart said: “They are mostly women who would 
have been nuns If they were religious They 'go to 
dedicate thamseivus. Schweitzer b a very aUve and 
attractive person."
